‘i Federal Churches of Christ in 

America has called upon its 23,- 
000,000 members to observe a special 
week of penitence and prayer begin- 
ning October 2nd because of the mess 
this country is in. “We have wor-

73 IS all very nice to agree among 
the nations to keep the peace; to 
wage only defensive war, and to re- 
spect the judgment and wishes of the 
great family of neutral states—but 
what about Manchukuo? That new 
name, which has apparently replaced 
Manchuria on the map, stands for the 
opposite of all those international pro- 
fessions of brotherly love, altruism, 
self-sacrifice, unselfishness and devo- 
tion to peace which have abounded 
since the World war. Japan subscrib- 
ed to the arbitration clause of the 
League covenant, to the Kellogg peace 
pact and to the nine-power treaty 
which bound her to uphold the in- 
tegrity of China’s territory. The Jap- 
anese have quibbled over the terms— 
the interpretation—of these various 
treaties; have cited the past actions of 
other world powers as precedents, and 
have even argued that the move in 
carving this neg state out of Chinese 
territory and setting it up under their 
own domination was “defensive” 
action.

But if Japan had been plain- 
ly and confessedly covetous, selfish

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Reconstruction Finance Corporation Helps 


ITHIN the next 
two years the 
Reconstruction 


Finance Corporation 
will lend to the metropolitan water 


district of Southern California $40,- . 


000,000 in order to aid 13 cities to start 
work on piping water from the Colo- 
rado river over 239 miles of mountains 
and deserts. The work will include 
construction of 85 miles of tunnels; 
75 miles of open aqueducts; 55 miles 
of concrete piping; 24 miles of syphon; 
a diversion dam in the river; 300 miles 
of roads, and 320 miles of transmis- 
sion lines. This is an example of a 
self-liquidating loan. The _ govern- 
ment corporation will take the five 
per cent bonds of the district. The 
project will eventually cost nearly 
$300,000,000, and the number of work- 
ers to whom employment will be fur- 
nished —a first consideration — will 
be large. 

“Conditions are materially chang- 
ing for the better,” said Chairman 
Pomerene of the R. F. C. He placed 
the turn in the month of June when 
gold began to flow back to this coun- 
try at the rate of $20,000,000 a week 
and loans and investments of the mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem began to increase—‘“over $200,- 
(00,000 in the past six weeks.” He 
also pointed out that bank failures in 
August numbered 35, as compared with 
131 in July and 151 in June. Mr. 
Pomerene did not claim credit for the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
for all the economic improvement, but 
he regarded it as an important factor. 

For the “war on the depression,” 
as Mr. Pomerene called it, the cor- 
poration has a credit of $3,800,000,000. 
Senator Wagner, co-author of the re- 
lief measure which is financed by the 
R. F. C., said that 4,000,000 men could 
be put to work if it functioned “prop- 





erly.” The part allowed for self- 
liquidating construction projects is 
$1,500,000,000. These are largely to 


create work and make jobs, but the 
projects must be sound financial ven- 
tures. Only new construction is con- 
sidered—no loans for refinancing or 
refunding—and they must get the ap- 
proval of the board’s staff of five en- 
gineering experts. New bridges, docks, 
drainage systems, housing, flood con- 
trol, canals, sewer systems, power 
plants and the like are to be aided, but 
repayment must not be through tax- 
ation but through tolls, rents, fees or 
other charges. Circulars outlining 
provisions under which such loans

could be had were mailed to 1,400 
chambers of commerce, and by the 
first of September 194 applications had 
been received. 

Another section of the relief act 
designated $300,000,000 for relief loans 
to states, counties and cities—no state 
to get more than 15 per cent, or $45,- 
000,000. Several states at once asked 
for the maximum amount. Arizona, 
for instance, wanted to borrow $45,- 
000,000, which would have been more 
than $100 each for all of her 436,000 
inhabitants. Pennsylvania was told 
to do a little more for herself and then 
apply again. The corporation drew up 
some rules and limitations for these 
loans. States were told they were ex- 
pected to meet their needs as far as 
they possibly could from their own 
resources, and to apply to the corpora- 
tion only as “a last resort.” State and 
local communities, it was ruled, must 
furnish a substantial part of the relief 
needed, and all borrowers were re- 
quired to show just how the money 
was to be used. These provisions 
were pretty widely criticized, notably 
by Senator Pittman of Nevada, who 
declared that Congress intended no 
such restrictions. The People’s Lobby 
supported him and took the ground 
that the whole $300,000,000 should be 
lent at once and that the board then 
ask the President to call an extra ses- 
sion of Congress to appropriate “an 





adequate amount.” The 
board, however, re- 
mained firm against 
“dissipating” its funds, 
and continued to grant distress loans 
only after an investigation, and nearly 
always in smaller amounts than asked. 
Wisconsin, for instance, asked for $6,- 
415,000 and got $3,000,000. Chicago 
got the same amount after asking for 
$10,000,000. States were requested to 
make more moderate demands so that 
the funds would last until the end of 
the fiscal year. 

Funds allotted by the board under 
the law to the secretary of Agricul- 
ture for farm credit aid were raised 
from $50,000,000 to $200,000,000. Re- 
gional agricultural credit corpora- 
tions are being set up, one in each fed- 
eral land bank district. Loans are not 
intended to finance farm operations 
directly but to expand credits in rural 
communities, through livestock loan 
companies, local agricultural corpora- 
tions and the like. 

Other operations by the board are 
primarily for the purpose of support- 
ing the credit structure of the coun- 
try. Such are the loans to banks, in- 
surance companies and railroads for 
refinancing purposes—for protection 
to the millions of policyholders and 
bond and stock owners. The sum of 
$50,000,000 Was advanced to enable the 
Cotton Stabilization Corp. to keep its 
2,000,000 bales of cotton off the mar- 
ket to improve prices. The very avail- 
ability of government credit has loos- 
ened up private credit in many in- 
stances; many applicants withdrew 
their requests for loans after finding 
private financial aid on better terms. 
It was only a short time, too, before 
the R. F. C. fund began to be replen- 
ished by repayments, thus becoming 
a revolving fund. 

Working with the R. F. C., of course, 
are other agencies, both public and 
private. The $120,000,000 provided for 
highway construction should employ 
250,000 men for 11 months, it has been 
estimated. Expanded federal construc- 
tion calls for $750,000,000. Both banks 
and railroads have organizations for 
mutual financial aid. Loans made to 
banks and trust companies by the 
R. F. C. were calculated to have direct- 
ly affected 15,000,000 of the total of 
40,000,000 depositors, and to have in- 
creased confidence in the other 25,- 
000,000.

Mr. Patman of 
Texas was present to tell the boys that 
payment would not only be good for 
them but for the country too. They 
were also apparently actuated by a 
sort of spite feeling against the ad- 
ministration over the expulsion of the 
“bonus army” from Washington, 
though they refused to vote to censure 
him. President Hoover pointed out 
that payments demanded by the vet- 
erans now would mean an addition of 
more than $2,000,000,000 to the sum 
the bonus act proposed to pay. He 
declared it would “indefinitely set 
back any hope of recovery for em- 
ployment, agriculture or business, and 
will impose infinite distress upon the 
whole country.” The Economy League 
protested that the demand, “without 
fair basis or right,” would “impose 
an intolerable financial burden” and 
that yielding to it would mark a sur- 
render to “the dictation of an organ- 
ized minority.” While Governor 
Roosevelt remained silent, Norman 


Thomas, Socialist, candidate, announc- 
ed opposition to a general bonus pay- 
ment. Political observers believe that 
both houses of Congress will vote for 
the bonus next time, and that only a 
presidential veto can stop it. 


DOCTORS REFUSE PLAN 

That American system by which 
wealthy peeple get too much medical 
attention and the very poor none at 
all—unless they appeal to charity—is 
due for a change, but what the new 
system will be is still a big question. 
Therefore every plan tried out is an 
aid to the problem. The Omaha Medi- 
cal Society considered a proposal by 
which families with incomes of $2,700 
or less would be given all needed medi- 
cal service for a fee of three per cent 
of their incomes, which would be col- 
lected annually by a finance commit- 
tee and paid to the doctors in propor- 
tion to their charges. But the doctors 
turned it down. Since three per cent 
of $2,700 is $81, while the average 
family, even in normal times, spends 
only from $35 to $50 a year for medi- 
cal care the doctors must have shied 
at that all-inclusive phrase “or less,” 
which might have meant a vast deal 
of work for nothing or next to 
nothing. Perhaps an approach to a 
solution of this problem (to use pro- 
fessorial language) will be revealed 
in the coming report of Secretary Wil- 
bur’s Committee of the Costs of Medi- 
cal Care. That committee has been 
working seriously for years on 
schemes for pooling resources for 
community medical service. Its re- 
port is expected in November. 


INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES 


In the depth of the depression it 
was frequently pointed out with pride 
and gratitude that the country had 
escaped at least one sort of major 
calamity—big strikes with attendant 
disorders. Now that labor disputes 
are popping out in many lines and in 
various sections of the country the 
boast is being soft-pedaled, but opti- 
mists may see in them a sign of re- 
turning normalcy. Besides the West- 
ern farmers’ strike, which is really not 
a strike, and the various coal miners’ 
strikes, which appear to have a con- 
stancy and regularity about them, 
there was a walkout of some 6,000 
silk weavers at Paterson, N. J., strikes 
in cotton mills at Thomasville, Rock- 
ingham and Winston-Salem, N. C., be- 
sides some mills in South Carolina, 
and at hosiery, chair and veneer plants 
in the Tar Heel State. There were 
even strikes of cotton pickers in 
Arkansas—but quickly settled by chas- 
ing away communist agitators. There 
was also a “cabbage strike” in New 
York. One of the most unusual strikes 
was that of the shrimp fishermen at 
Biloxi, Miss., who seized hundreds of 
gallons of shrimp at the packing fac-

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FROM OTHER LANDS 


GREAT BRITAIN—The British gov- 
ernment replied to the demand made 
for arms equality in a note sent to 
France. Conceding the moral need of 
readjustment, Britain took the posi- 
tion that Germany had no legal right 
to seek arms equality outside the dis- 
armament conference at Geneva. The 
demand was untimely, declared Lon- 
don, in view of the leniency with 
which Germany had been treated by 
the former Allies in reference to her 
financial obligations, and it was pro- 
posed that a new international con- 
vention be drawn up to wipe out the 
inequalities complained of. Germany 
had already informed Arthur Hender- 
son, chairman of the Geneva confer- 
ence, that her delegates would not at- 
tend future meetings if her demands 
were not granted.—Sir Ronald Ross, 
whose discovery that the malaria 
parasite is carried by a mosquito led 
to the control of the chief scourge of 
the tropics, died at the age of 75 in the 
Ross Institute and Hospital for Tropi- 
cal Diseases, of which he was director. 
—Joan MacDonald, second daughter 
of the prime minister, was married 
at Wendover in Buckinghamshire to 
Dr. Alastair Mackinnon, whom she 
met when studying medicine at Edin- 
burgh.—Three branches of the Meth- 
odist church in Great Britain which 
have been separated for many years 
(Wesleyans, Primitive Methodists and 
United Methodists) were merged into 
one church to be known as the United 
Methodist Church. Many distinguish- 
ed persons attended the services at 
which the union was effected in Albert 
Hall, London. 


ITALY—More than 1,900 citizens 
were granted exemption from service 
in the Italian army by an Italo-Vatican 
commission appointed to interpret the 
Lateran treaty between Italy and the 
Holy See, which provided that all 
Italian citizens declared indispensable 
by the administration of the Vatican 
need not serve in the army.—Mussolini 
dedicated a monument commemorating 
the capture of Rome from papal troops 
by Italy in 1870. The monument, he 
said, was most appropriate at Portia 
Pia, “the point where the Bersaglieri 
charged through the Pope’s troops and 
broke their resistance.” Osservatore 
Romano, semi-official Vatican organ, 
viewed the ceremony as an offense to 
the church and suggested that many 
other deeds equally heroic might have 
been commemorated.—Gold in appre- 
ciable quantities was discovered in 
the region around Asmara in the Ital- 
ian colony of Eritrea, Africa, accord- 
ing to reports received by the govern- 
ment at Rome.—The Danubian con- 
ference at Stresa adjourned after ap- 
proving in principle a report recom- 
mending direct negotiations between 
debtors and creditors for settlement 
of short-term debts, creation of a 


currency stabilization fund, and the 
establishment of a $15,000,000 fund to 
subsidize the exportable surplus of 
Danubian grain. 


GERMANY—tThe cabinet of Chan- 
cellor von Papen ordered new Reich- 
stag elections for November 6, for the 
fifth time since March plunging the 
country into the turmoils of a nation- 
wide political campaign.

CHESTNUT SOS 

A few years ago government ex- 
perts announced that our “spreading 
‘hestnut” trees were apparently 
loomed to extinction. Three-quarters 
ff the stand of this great tree in 
America is heavily infected by blight, 
ind the remainder is fast becoming 
diseased. There are few sections left 
where at least part of the chestnut 
trees have not been touched by the 
blight. 

Some forest specialists think that 
the tide has turned and that the blight 
has already done its worst. They be- 
lieve that the blight has been check- 
ed and that the remainder of our 
chestnuts may be saved. The passing 
of the chestnut would be of grave con- 
cern to the tanning industry, because 
it is from this tree that tannin is ob- 
tained. Foreseeing the impending dis- 
ister the government some years ago

It is hoped that it will not be neces- 
sary to introduce these trees generally 
throughout the country and that the 
remainder of our stand of chestnut 
trees can be saved; but should the 
blight continue its ravages indefinite- 
ly the country can be thankful that the 
government had _ foresight enough 
years ago to take precautions against 
the disaster.

CHINESE CHAIN STORES 

There doesn’t seem to be anything 
new as far as China is concerned. All 
the debate over the American chain 
store reminds the Commerce Depart- 
ment that China has had the same idea 
in its “lien hao” system for some 
threescore years. Just now the “lien 
hao” is rapidly developing with 600 
stores in Manchuria In Mukden alone

ACCIDENT TOLL 

Falls are a close second to traffic mis- 
haps as a cause of injuries, according to 
a Bureau of Standards survey. Household 
injuries are a big factor in the nation’s 
toll, adds this authority, explaining: “Im- 
properly lighted stairs, or stairs which 
are not properly constructed, are out- 
standing factors in accidents of this type. 
Many persons have been killed by falling 
in slippery bathtubs, while defective lad- 
ders have been the cause of numerous ac- 
cidents.” Increasing use of electric appli- 
ances induces the bureau to warn that 
“under certain conditions a person who 
turns on an electric light while one hand 
is on a water faucet is in danger of in- 
stant death.”

WINNING THE WEST? 


OVERNOR ROOSEVELT under- 
G took his great Western tour 

against the advice of his board 
of strategy, who spoke of letting well 
enough alone, and Republicans re- 
membering other such tours in the past 
hoped for a disastrous faux pas, but 
midway, at least, the results seemed 
so satisfactory that talk increased in 
the opposition camp of having Mr. 
Hoover make more than _ three 
speeches. Roosevelt, with a few set 
speeches and numberless offhand talks 
to welcoming crowds, reiterated that 
he was on a fact-finding expedition— 
not a campaign trip. 

At Topeka, Kans., he made his farm 
speech. His principal suggestion was 
“a tariff benefit over world prices for 
the producer of staple surplus com- 
modities (such as wheat, cotton, corn, 
hogs, tobacco) which is equivalent to 
the benefit given by the tariff to in- 
dustrial products.” He said the plan 
must finance itself, must not increase 
production or cause dumping, must be 
voluntary and cooperative, and must 
be withdrawn after the emergency. 
Secretary of Agriculture Hyde called 
the scheme impossible; Representative 
Snell said it was an indictment of 
Speaker Garner who had urged the 
stabilization operations the Governor 
condemned; New York officials charg- 
ed the Governor had done nothing 
about the surplus milk problem there, 
and criticism was general that he was 
vague and suggested nothing specific 
or practicable. Vice President Curtis 
followed closely with a farm speech 
at Allentown, Pa., in which he advo- 
cated a cooperative system of farm 
marketing and a reduction of the 
spread between what the farmer re- 
ceives and the consumer pays. Presi-

dent Hoover got into the game by an- 
nouncing a speech on his farm policy 
to be made at Des Moines October 4, 

In the railroad speech at Salt Lake 
City the Governor advocated consoli- 
dation of the big lines, elimination of 
profitless feeders, stricter regulation 
of busses and trucks and aid to the 
roads in financial distress. He also 
touched on the silver question, citing 
the platform approval of a sound cur- 
rency and a world conference to re- 
habilitate silver. This time Repub- 
lican critics approved of his senti- 
ments and suggestions, but declared 
all his railroad plan had been lifted 
from President Hoover’s message to 
Congress. Deigning no reply the 
Democratic candidate moved on to 
Portland, Ore., to discuss public utili- 
ties and promise to tame the power 
trust. 


THE RADICALS 


At a big Socialist meeting in New 
York where candidates for the presi- 
dency, governorship and mayor’s of- 
fice all spoke red banners were flour- 
ished and the “Internationale” was 
sung, but that did not prevent Com- 
munists from heckling—nor did it 
prevent Socialists from throwing the 
Communists out. Norman Thomas 
declared, as usual, that there is no 
difference between Democrats and Re- 
publicans, but he assailed Governor 
Roosevelt more vigorously than he did 
President Hoover. Morris Hillquit, 
running for mayor because of the 
previous engagement of Mr. Thomas, 
declared the Socialist vote in Novem- 
ber would be a bigger surprise than 
the Maine vote. Communists expect to 
poll 1,000,000 votes this year, accord- 
ing to Chairman Clarence Hathaway 
of the national campaign committee, 
and also elect one congressmen—from 
Montana. Their biggest vote, he said, 
would be in Ohio, Illinois and Michi- 
gan. 


SOME PRIMARY DECISIONS 


Senator Broussard of Louisiana 
joined Brookhart and Shortridge in 
the Senate casualty list as a result of 
primary fights, but the rule has been 
to renominate the incumbents. Brous- 
sard lost his place to John H. Overton, 
but was eliminated by Senator Huey 
Long, who with that victory announc- 
ed he was through running the state. 
In Washington the dry Senator Jones 
was- renominated rather easily. He 
is opposed now by the Democratic 
candidate, Homer T. Bone. Vermont 
Republicans renominated Senator Dale 
without opposition; Democrats named 
Fred C. Martin. Senator Hayden of 
Arizona, boldly opposing the bonus 
which his rivals advocated, won a 
flattering victory, and fears no Re- 
publican opponent in November. Sen- 
ator Moses of New Hampshire is still 
his party’s choice, but must win over

Speaker Garner believes there is dan- 
ger in too much speaking. After meeting 
Roosevelt in Kansas Mr. Garner said the 
election was already won, and that he did 
not care to make any campaign speeches. 
He was still willing to meet Vice Presi- 
dent Curtis in joint debate, but Mr. Curtis 
declared “joint debates are foolish; they 
get nowhere.” In offsetting the charges 
that Garner is a wild radical the Demo- 
cratic command broadcast the fact that 
he is a millionaire—that he is the owner 
of two flourishing banks and of extensive 
cattle and sheep lands in Texas. That 
naturally argues him conservative. 

The lower tariff proposals of Governor 
Roosevelt were assailed by Matthew Woll, 
vice president of the Federation of Labor, 
who declared that adequate protection was 
the basis of the American wage standard. 
His radio address on the subject was un- 
der the auspices of the American Wage 
Earners’ Protective Conference which is 
composed of. 21 international labor or- 
ganizations. 

Former Governor Dunne, Democrat, of 
lllinois made much fun of the Republican 
poll of those listed in Who’s Who. Declar- 
ing the great majority of such people 
wealthy, or affiliated in the past with the 
Republican party, Dunne called the poll a 
political farce. Sugesting a poll of the 
masses as well as the classes Mr. Dunne 
added: “I want the “Woe Woes,” the 
“Slow Goes,” the “Over Dues” and the 
“Coo Coos” given the right to vote with 
the “Who’s Whos.” The first report of 
the poll was that Hoover was leading 
Roosevelt three to one. 

William Z. Foster, Communist candi- 
date for president, had to cancel all cam- 
paign speeches because of illness. 

Republicans too have had recourse to 
the of the sculptor Gutzon Borglum. He 
made for them a medallion showing a 
front view of the President’s head in re- 
lief—a model for campaign buttons. 

Politics in Connecticut appears to have 
been monopolized by college folks. Sen- 
ator Bingham, a former professor at Yale, 
is opposed by Professor Milton Conover, 
candidate of the Independent Republican 
party which was founded by Albert Levitt, 
former law professor. Governor Cross, 
again running, is a retired Yale professor. 
Representative Lonergan, Democratic can- 


didate for the Senate, is a Yale graduate. 
To go further, the Republican candidate 
for the seat vacated by Representative 
Tilson is “Tad” Jones, former Yale half- 
back and one of the most famous of all 
football players. 

It appeared that Senator Hastings, Re- 
publican stalwart was a little hasty in his 
conclusions when he announced Senator 
Borah had entered the campaign as a re- 
sult of his anti-bonus statement. Borah 
after exclaiming “Nonsense” remarked 
that he did not know Hastings was a “hu- 
morist.” 

Another prominent Republican to an- 
nounce support of the Democratic ticket 
was Robert N. Stanfield, senator from Ore- 
gon from 1921 to 1927. 

A big meeting of Democratic women 
from 21 counties of New Jersey was pre- 
sided over by Representative Mary T. Nor- 
ton and adressed by Mrs. Nellie Tayloe 
Ross, former governor of Wyoming, as 
plans were made for a state-wide drive for 
Roosevelt and Garner.

Mother Guillotine” 


Device Which Took Life of President Doumer’s Assassin 
Neither Invented by Nor Used on Dr. Guillotin 


a thrill when a newcomer is 

“introduced to Mother Guillo- 
tine.” For, unlike most other coun- 
tries still resorting to capital punish- 
ment, France adheres to semi-public 
executions. “Mother Guillotine” is 
Apache slang for the instrument named 
for Dr. Guillotin. Also known as “The 
Widow,” it consists of two perpen- 
dicular posts connected by a cross 
beam at the top. The inside surfaces 
of the posts are grooved to accom- 
modate an oblique blade which, upon 
release by pulling a cord, falls nine 
feet onto the neck of the victim held 
to a groove in a block below. The 
victim is instantly decapitated by the 
heavy blade of razor sharpness. Under 
this operation the head thuds into a 
basket and the body is dumped into 
a zinc-lined wicker casket. “Mother 
Guillotine’s” attendants work with 
such speed that the ordeal is over in 
less time than it takes to electrocute 
a person. 

In the case of Paul Gorgouloff, 
“cracked” anti-red Russian exile who 
assassinated aged President Doumer 
because he thought France and the 
United States were aiding Soviet Rus- 
sia, a portable guillotine was installed 
in the doorway of Sante prison. The 
crowd of curious, which had started 
to gather shortly after midnight, was 
kept a block away. This multitude of 
morbid included men and women in 
evening dress from the cafes of Monte- 
marte and Monteparnasse. Only a 
few of the many who applied for 
“close-up” tickets got them. These 
were mostly officials and newspaper- 
men—and one woman in disguise! It 
was quite profitable for the taximen. 
The condemned, though, arrived in an 
impressive black van drawn by two 
black horses. He had received but 
scant notice of his doom. His neck 
had been speedily shaved and he had 
partaken of the rum and the cigarette 
which custom provides. Carried al- 
most at a run, he was strapped to a 
board mounted like a see-saw while 
attendants held his ears, the lights 
were suddenly extinguished, the knife 
fell and “Mother Guillotine” claimed 
another son. 

Usually the crowd rushes the police 
lines to obtain “souvenirs” by dip- 
ping handkerchiefs in bloody pools 
on the ground but this time the cor- 
don of gendarmes was strong enough 
fo prevent this. So, while dawn 
streaked the east, the spectators wend- 
ed their way homeward to make up 
for lost sleep seemingly well pleased 
with the spectacle. Subsequently the 
assassin’s head went to the Ecole de 
Medicine to be pawed over by doctors 
while his headless torso was taken 
to the “Square of the Damned” in a 
suburb where it must lie temporarily 
before being claimed by his widow, 
an expectant mother. 

Contrary to a popular idea (which

even Winston Churchill has uninten- 
tionally helped perpetuate) Dr. Joseph 
Ignace Guillotin did not invent nor 
was he executed by the instrument 
which bears his name. Similar in- 
struments were in use in Italy in the 
13th century, were known to Germany 
in the middle ages, and had appeared 
in Scotland before being adopted by 
France in 1792 to execute a highway- 
man. Dr. Guillotin happened to be a 
member of the constitutional assembly 
in 1789 that suggested the instrument 
as a more merciful way of inflicting 
capital punishment than drowning, 
burning, pulling to pieces with horses, 
quartering with knives and other 
fiendish methods. Dr. Guillotin not 
only survived the French revolution 
but resumed his practice of medicine 
and died quite naturally in 1814 at 
the age of 76. However, his name 
stuck to the instrument despite early 
efforts to dub it “Louisette” or “La 
Petite Louison.”

T ed for suckers by big business is 

strikingly shown in the Insull 
utility empire deflation. In reporting 
a $226,510,976 deficit for Insull Utility 
Investments, Inc., to the Chicago fed- 
eral district court, it was indicated 
that members of the Insull group and 
favored friends had received a “rake- 
off” of $79,000,000 through manipula- 
tion of subsidiary stock. There is the 
suggestion of a favored list of some 
1.500 persons who were allowed to 
“get in on the ground floor” by being 
sold stock below market prices. The 
report further alleges “inconsistency” 
in the accounting system to the point 
where the Insull balance sheet show- 
ed paper profits instead of actual 
losses. When the crash came the once 
huge combine had actually only $9,721 
in cash. Creditors of the pyramided 
Insull enterprises stand to lose nearly 
a billion. Just another case of the small 
fry being left holding the bag. No 
wonder that Samuel] Insull, the once 
touted American big business leader, 
has hied himself to Europe to get away 
from it all.

THINGS SCIENTIFIC 


LIZARDS THAT LIKE RUM 

The giant lizards of Petite Gonave 
Island off the coast of Haiti are sup- 
posed to like strong drink. Native 
fishermen told members of the Parish- 
Smithsonian Institution expedition 
making a biological survey of the is- 
‘land that these miniature copies of the 
long extinct dinosaurs just couldn’t 
resist taking a drink. When members 
of the expedition proposed capturing 
some of the great iguanas for the Na- 
tional Zoological Park at Washington 
the natives warned them to leave the 


weird animals alone. The only way it - 


would be safe to capture them, the 
natives declared, would be to get them 
drunk. This could be accomplished, 
they said, by filling the hollows in the 
rocks on the shore with rum. But the 
iguanas didn’t get their rum, and six 
‘of them were captured by hand while 
they were apparently perfectly sober 
—to the great surprise of the native 
fishermen. On adjacent islands the 
expedition obtained two birds hitherto 
unknown to science. One was a new 
race of ground dove and the other a 
new species of bullfinch. 


ENGLAND SINKING 


As if England’ didn’t and doesn’t 
have enough to worry about in these 
parlous times, somebody had to re- 
vive the old scare about the British 
Isles sinking back into the sea whence 
they rose. Captain T. E. Longfield, 
British ordnance survey expert, re- 
cently told the British Association of 
Scientists that their country was 
gradually sinking into the sea at the 
rate of nine inches every 100 years. 
The Bank of England in London has 
sunk more than six inches since 1868 
and St. Paul’s Cathedral is tilting. But 
Captain Longfield bases his calcula- 
tions on early tide levels. The evi- 
dence, he said, “seems to be conclu- 
sive that the level of high tide 2,000 
years ago must have been at least 15 
feet lower than at present.” 


MOLECULES IN OIL 


~ Do you know how the oil you put 
into your auto motor lubricates the 
working parts to reduce friction and, 
in turn, wear? The little molecules 
in the oil do the work. The difference 
between the heads and tails of chemi- 
eal molecules in such lubricants is 
being used to make better oils. As 
explained by W. E. Campbell, of The 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, in a re- 
cent issue of that institution’s month- 
ly Record, the molecules of oily sub- 
stances frequently consist of long 
chain-like groups of atoms linked to- 
gether almost like the segments of a 
worm. These molecules often have 
more active groups of atoms at one 
end than at the other, like the suckers 
at the worm’s head. When one of 
these chain-molecule oils is put be- 
tween the metal surfaces of a bearing, 


it is pointed out, the chemically more 
active atoms at the head of the mole- 
cule are attracted to the metal surface 
and stick tightly to it, so that there is 
formed a thick mat of the worm-like 
molecules, while its less active tail 
waves loosely in space. Since these 
thick mats of clustered molecular 
worms form instantly on both metal 
surfaces, the bearing-really rides on 
the loose tail ends of the two sets of 
molecules. In this way the oil acts 
to reduce friction. And by using oils 
containing more of these head and 
are 


tail molecules better lubricants 
being produced. 


MESSAGES BY TELEVISION 


In demonstrations of a new method 
of transmitting messages by television 
before the British Association of Sci- 
entists at York, England, Marconi re- 
search engineers caused messages to 
appear on a large screen at the rate 
of 129 words a minute. They said 
their apparatus was capable of send- 
ing messages _a distance of more than 
11,000 miles. The invention is the 
outcome of two years of experiment- 
ing under the supervision of the great 
Marconi. They used a _ transmitter 
similar to those used on teleprinters. 
Messages on a tape were passed 
through a television apparatus and 
were instantly readable on a number 
of receiving screens. 


HESSIAN FLY WARNING 

The prospects of Hessian fly injury 
to winter wheat plantings this fall, 
says Dr. W. H. Larrimer, in charge 
of cereal and forage insect investiga- 
tions of the Department of Agriculture, 
are untsually threatening, especially 
in western Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, south- 
eastern Nebraska, and eastern Kansas. 
In these sections, he points out, prac- 
tically every stubble field contains 
enough of the flies in the flaxseed stage 
to be potential sources of heavy in- 
festations in early sown wheat this 
fall. And if the fall weather is favor- 
able to its activity, he claims, the fly 
is likely to injure materially the 1933 
wheat crop in eastern Maryland, New 
York, Michigan, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Iowa and Oklahoma. The secret of 
Hessian fly control, Dr. Larrimer ad- 
vises, is to time the seeding of wheat 
so that the young plants do not appear 
above ground until after adult flies 
have emerged from their oversummer- 
ing flaxseeds. Once wheat is heavily 
infested nothing can be done to save 
the crop.

more hair the pellet increases in size 
until it becomes a dense spherical or 
ovoid body several inches in diameter 
and covered by a brownish, polished 
crust. A hair ball five inches in di- 
ameter taken from a cow’s stomach 
was sent to The Pathfinder several 
years ago by a farmer. These hair 
concretions undoubtedly interfere 
with the digestive processes of the 
animals, but the Department of Agri- 
culture says there are no certain 
symptoms by which their presence 
can be determined, and therefore vet- 
erinarians are at a loss to recommend 
any treatment for their removal. Al- 
though hair balls are sometimes found 
in the first stomach or rumen of cows, 
they occur most frequently in the sec- 
ond stomach or reticulum. In calves 
they are more likely to be found in 
the fourth stomach. 


ST. ELMO’S FIRE AND MIRAGES 


There are two kinds of apparitions 
that have been met with which are 
explained by scientists but remain 
vague to the layman. One of these is 
St. Elmo’s light, or fire, a specter 
claimed by ancient mariners as a 
warning from their patron saint. On 
a voyage to South America this light 
was seen at two different times; once 
on the end of the starboard main top 
sail yard and the other om the stern 
of a lifeboat that was lashed in a 
rack on deck on the starboard side. 
At both times it was on a dark, stormy 
night and the ship was rolling and 
pitching, yet the light was stationary. 
In appearance the light was about 12 
inches in diameter and the color of 
the moon, though bright enough to 
read by when a paper was held near it. 

One passenger thought it was a re- 
flection from the starboard green 
sidelight that vessels always carry 
when under way, the red light being 
on the port side. But science explains 
that this light is due to an electric 
discharge from some elevated point. 
The light\that appeared on the boat 
was four. feet above deck, while the 


one on the yardarm was about 30 
feet above deck. The question arises, 
where was. the elevated point for the 
electrical discharge. 

The other common phenomenon is 
the mirage. This has been observed 
by the writer at three different times. 
The first was a river steamer appear- 
ing in the air at an approximate ele- 
vation of half a mile. Within an hour 
the actual boat was met coming down 
the river. The next picture was of a 
new house being painted a drab color 
and an outhouse under construction 
with the roof partly completed. The 
trees and house appeared at about 
their true elevation and about a mile 
away though the ship the observer 
was on was 50 miles offshore. The 
third mirage showed a large steamer 
moving through the air about a mile 
high, being seen about three hours 
before the real ship appeared. 

This phenomenon is conceded to be 
caused by reflection from two stratums 
of air differently heated. What is so 
strange is how different air stratums 
can exist on a comparative level as in 
the case of the house.

How many Jews have “returned” to Pales- 
tine since the war?

It is estimated that about 30 per 
cent of that number left the country, 
making a net gain of some 63,000 perma- 
nent settlers from abroad. In 1914 the 
Jewish population of Palestine was 57,900; 
in 1930 it was officially estimated at 162,-

parture. It is applied specifically to the

Frequently “he- 
jira” is used figuratively for any flight or 
exodus regarded as being like that of 
Mohammed. The word is pronounced 
either “hej-i-ra,”’ with the first syllable 
accented, or “he-ji-ra,” with the accent on 
the second syllable.

The 
Treasury seal is the last thing placed on 
paper money and it is the token that 
gives it validity.

PRESIDENTS AND AMENDMENTS 
There is a mistaken notion, par- 
ticularly among the wetter element, 
that President Hoover could, if he 
wanted to, initiate a Constitutional 
anendmert to repeal prohibition. A 
president of the United States has 
nothing to do with the proposing and 
adopting of amendments to the Con- 
stitution and accordingly he has 
neither the power nor the opportunity 
to veto a resolution passed by Con- 
gress proposing such an amendment. 

As early as 1798 the Supreme Court 
decided that an amendment to the 
Constitution need not be presented to 
the president for his approval. Ar- 
ticle V of the Constitution provides 
in part that, “The Congress, whenever 
two-thirds of both houses shall deem 











it necessary, shall propose amend- 
ments to this Constitution.” 
In 1794, after the Supreme Court 


had held in the case of Chisholm vs. 
Georgia that a state could be sued by 
a citizen of another state, Congress 
passed a resolution proposing the fol- 
lowing as the 11th amendment to the 
Constitution: “The judicial power of 
the United States shall not be con- 
strued to extend to any suit in law or 
equity, commenced or _ prosecuted 
against one of the United States by 
citizens of another state, or by citi- 
zens or subjects of any foreign state.” 
On January 8, 1798, President Adams 
declared in a message to Congress that 
the proposed amendment had been 
adopted by the legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states and therefore was 
part of the Constitution. In the case 
of Hollingsworth vs. Virginia the 
question was raised as to whether the 
amendment had been proposed in the 
form prescribed by the Constitution 
inasmuch as it was never submitted 
to the president for his approbation 
and since Article I, Section 7 of the 
Constitution requires the approval or 
disapproval of the president of “every 
order, resolution, or vote, to which 
the concurrence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives may be 
necessary.” 

The court held unanimously that the 
lith amendment, like the 10 preceding 
amendments, had been proposed in

adoption of amendments to the Con- 
stitution was clearly a substantive act, 
unconnected with the ordinary busi- 
ness of legislation, and not within the 
policy or terms of investing the presi- 
dent with a qualified negative on the 
acts and resolutions of Congress, “The 
negative of the president,” declared 
Associate Justice Samuel Chase, “ap- 
plies only to the ordinary cases of 
legislation: he has nothing to do with 
the proposition or adoption of amend- 
ments to the Constitution.”

Story of American Revolution as Taught English Children 
Varies Greatly from the Account in Our Histories 


ISTORY, after all, is largely a 
H matter of viewpoint.or personal 

bias. That is demonstrated 
once more by a new English book on 
American Revolutionary times and 
characters. From this publication it 
becomes startlingly clear that the 
story of that period’s events as told 
by English to the English is very dif- 
ferent from what American historians 
have told Americans. In spite of the 
150 years of talk about “better under- 
standing” there seems to be still a 
very great difference in the ways of 
seeing the same things in which both 
nations are concerned. The book in 
question is entitled “Colonial Amer- 
icans in Exile” and is written by the 
English historian A. G. Bradley. 

Mr. Bradley calls John Hancock a 
“prince of smugglers,” and while ad- 
mitting that Thomas Jefferson was a 
man of real culture he accuses him of 
having been “obsessed by an anti- 
British craze,” which he also char- 
acterized as a “dogged provincialism.” 
Sir William Howe is charged with be- 
traying his country by “letting Wash- 
ington off repeatedly.” Howe, he said, 
had an enormously superior force, and 
Washington “never could himself ac- 
count for his numerous escapes from 
his opponent’s easy grasp.” Bradley 
explains it on the ground of plain 
treason. His story of the “Boston Tea 
Party” is worth giving. Here it is: 

In quite good faith, and'to help the East 
India Co., the government had arranged 
for its tea to be shipped free of the Eng- 
lish tax of a shilling direct to America, 
with an import duty of threepence at the 
American ports. This meant a drop of 
ninepence in the price to Colonial con- 
sumers. Hitherto, Americans had mainly 
drunk smuggled Dutch tea from the great 
smuggling depot at St. Eustachius. 

This legally imported Indian tea at nine- 
pence cheaper spelled disaster to the 
whole smuggling fraternity on the Atlan- 
tic Coast. The repeal of the threepenny 
tax would have finished them. So this last 
remaining one of Townshend’s imposts 
served as well as any other for the new 
cry of “No taxation without representa- 
tion,” and the Boston hooligans were in- 
cited to board the East Indiamen and fling 
their cargoes overboard. 

The populace were humbugged by the 
great smuggling houses into boycotting 
the Indian tea ships, and if the approach- 
ing upheaval had not occurred the sym- 
pathetic public would have continued to 
line the pockets of these worthy patriots 
with an extra sixpence over the legal 
price of tea. Yet by the man in the street, 
whether on this or the other side of the 
Atlantic, the “Boston tea party” is, I feel 
sure, generally regarded as an outburst 
of altruistic patriotism: 


That sounds like a different party 
entirely from our Boston Tea Party. 
It is ‘easy to infer that one side or the 
other is simply lying, but, to be honest 
and candid, the accounts of eye-wit- 
nesses of the recent expulsion of the 
“bonus army” from Washington differ 
fully as much as the English and

FOR THOSE WHO LIKE ’EM

Outside 
of that women seem to have made 
good in about all the occupations that 
men have considered peculiarly their 
own. For instance, the list shows 
nine women blacksmiths, 37  boot- 
blacks, 50 carpenters, 17 railroad con- 
ductors, 11 veterinarians and 1,456 
paperhangers. In contrast to the last 
category there were recorded only 











three women plasterers. There are 
listed also oné woman stonecutter, one 
woman telephone linesman and one 
lady street cleaner. There have been 
stories of women bronco busters and 
baseball pitchers, but they do not ap- 
pear to be official. The bureau showed 
10,752,000 women gainfully employed 
in 1930—or about 22 per cent of the 
total. 


YOUR P’S AND Q’S 











LESSON XVII—HINTS 


Avoid the use of double negatives. 
“I did nothing” is correct. “I didn’t 
do nothing” is faulty. “I did not do 
anything” is also correct. Use “I 
haven’t any time” instead of “I haven’t 
no time.” 

Do not use a negative verb with 
such words as “only,” “scarcely,” 
“hardly,” “barely.” 

“I could hardly tell what he meant;” 
not, “I couldn’t hardly tell what he 
meant.” “He had only one book”; not, 
“He hadn’t only one book.” 

The nominative case is used for sub- 
ject pronouns: “He and she study to- 
gether.” 

The objective case is used follow- 
ing transitive verbs and prepositions: 
“The professor taught him and her.” 
“John sat between him and her.” 

The word “self” is added to “my,” 
“your,” “him,” “her,” and “it,” and the 
plural “selves” to “our,” “your,” and 
them.” These form a class of com- 
pound personal pronouns which have 
two principal uses: 

(a) To express emphasis, either 
alone or with the simple pronoun. “He 
thinks of no one but himself.” “I 
myself saw it.” 

(b) As the reflexive object of the 
verb: that is, an object denoting the 
same person or thing as the subject. 
“IT dress myself.” “They saw them- 
selves (not theirselves) imposed upon.” 

Adjectives do not have in English, 
as they have in many other languages, 
any inflection (change of form) to ex- 
press differences of number, case, or 
gender. The only exceptions are “this” 
and “that” which have their plural 
forms, “these” and “those”; as “This 
book.” “These books.” (Never “them” 
books.) “This” and “these” are used 
to mean something nearer to the 
speaker; “that” and “those” something 
farther off.

NO ECONOMY IN NAMES 


EWSPAPERMEN and copy desk 
N headline writers think some of 

those newest Hoover commis- 
sions might practice economy by hav- 
ing shorter names.

Indeed, the Fed- 
eral Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion is such a jaw-breaking designation 
that the journalistic tendency is to 
refer to it as the “R. F. C.” But the 
press can’t do much about “The Con- 
ference of the Welfare and Relief 
Mobilization of 1932.” These are only 
two of the some 40 Hoover commis- 
sions and about 30 other regular fed- 
eral bureaus that could well have their 
names bobbed, not to mention some of 
them being profitably eliminated al- 
together. It was the press’s shorten- 
ing process that, for instance, caused 
“The Hoover Commission on Law Ob- 
servance and Enforcement” to be more 
popularly known as the Wickersham 
Commission. Yet newspapermen must 
still put up with such heavy designa- 
tions as “The White House Confer- 
ence on Child Health and Protection,” 
“The White House Conference on 
Home Building and Home Ownership,” 
“The Federal Committee on the Con- 
servation and Administration of the 
Public Domain,” “The Federal Ad- 
visory Council for the National Ar- 
boretum,” “The Board of Surveys and 
Maps for the Federal Government,” 
“The Commission to Recommend Me- 
morials for the Arlington Memorial 
Amphitheater,” “The United States 
Shipping Board Merchant Fleet Cor- 
poration,” etc., etc., etc. 


MARRIAGE PROBLEM 


Section 213 of the economy act pro- 
vides that in discharging federal em- 
ployees.the first to go shall be men 
whose wives are employed by Uncle 
Sam or vice versa.

THE MILKY WAY 


In many separate regions of the 
country disputes, contests and con- 
flicts arose almost simultaneously over 
milk prices. The Department of 
Labor just reported that the average 
cost of fresh milk to the consumer the 
country over is 10.7 cents a quart. 
lowa farmers struck for $1.80 a hun- 
dred pounds, which is four cents a 
quart. _At Memphis milk producers 
demanded $1.90 instead of 70 cents a 
hundred pounds, under threat of pour- 
ing thousands of gallons into the 
Mississippi. In New York farmers 
have been allowed ‘six cents a quart. 
In northwestern Ohio dairymen or- 
ganized a boycott of milk firms that 
slashed prices, while at Pittsburgh 
producers talked of a general “milk 
boycott” to force higher prices. But- 
ter prices in July averaged seven cents 
a pound less than in July of 1931, in 
spite of the decline of 3.4 per cent in 
dairy products reported for the first 
six months of 1932 by the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics. In 
Washington dairies get from consum- 
ers 13 cents a quart—perhaps as high 
as the figures for any city. The big 
question is: “If the farmer gets only 
five cents a quart, on the average, is 
the charge of 10.7 (practically 11) 
cents to the consumer justified?”
